the building to claim their com or 
were represented so there was no 
delay . 
When the corn show closed another 
-eventful and success enterprise for 
Sey mour and J ackson county was 
history . 
An attempt was made to 
keep a record of the daily attend­ 
ance and while it was impossible to 
keep an absolutely accurate record 
a close estim ate can be given. 
The'and 
figures are in the p ossession of the 
county agent and he will make an 
estimate in several way s before an­ 
nouncing the total attendance. 
The 
eounty agent reports the attendance 
at such ex hibits to tlie* ex tension de­ 
partment of Purdue. 
This is done so that at the end of 
the y ear the department at the state 
agricultural college is in n position to 
know about how many farm ers were 
reached during that period. 
Records 
are also keep of the attendance at the 
smaller meetings and farm ers’ insti­ 
tutes and reported to the ex tension 
•department. 
The farmers throughout the county 
were greatly pleased with the results 
of the corn show and it is assured 
that another will he held nex t y ear. 
It is also assured that the number of 
entries will he larger and that the 
attendance will increase from y ear to 
y ear. 
The farmers are urging that 
they become annual events here and 
believe that through

Bartholomew county officials would 
like to know the whereabouts of a 
stranger who designated himself by 
the very unusual name of Smith and 
is alleged to have misrepresented a 
mix ture which he sold as a hog chol­ 
era remedy . 
He is reported to have 
come to Sey mour and is supposed to 
he canvassing the farm 
houses in 
J ackson county for his remedy . Smith 
is alleged to have told the farmers 
in part of Brown county and the edge 
of Bartholomew* county that his rem­ 
edy w*as made at Purdue University 
and the prescription used is the re- 
ult of y ears of ex perimenting and 
research. 
The bottles were not lab­ 
eled. 
According 
to reports which have 
come here today , Smith was not par­ 
ticular about selling his remedy at 
any standard price. 
At one farm 
louse in Bartholomew’ county he is 
alleged to have sold or rather traded 
quart 
for 
two 
chickens. 
It is 
stated that he told farmers there that 
the mix ture was an ex cellent remedy 
or chickens as well as hogs. 
One farmer w’ho bought the rem­ 
edy sent a sample of the compound 
to Purdue and asked if it was ap­ 
proved by them. 
He also took a 
pottle to County Agent J ohnson of 
Bartholomew county , and asked him 
to pass judgment upon it. 
While he 
was talking to the county agent, a 
telephone call came from Dr. Clark, 
of the serum department at Purdue, 
asking that Smith he arrested. 
The Purdue chemist said that the 
University had never put out any 
remedy like that contained in the 
ample bottle sent to him and that 
*urdue know’ nothing about it. 
The 
iquid is about the same color as 
grape juice and lias an odor similar 
to sassafras.

torrent of bills and resolutions, the 
machinery of congress was put in 
action today . 
The routine betray ed 
no surface indications of important 
legislation that will affect the na­ 
tion’s dom estic problems 
or inter­ 
national relations. 
Champ Clark was elected speaker 
of the house, 221 to 19 4. 
In accept­ 
ing the speakership Clark predicted 
that 011 account of increased legis­ 
lation perpetual sessions of congress 
are in sig ht for the near future. The 
submission of appropriations total­ 
ing one and a quarter billion dollars 
hinted at the tremendous program 
facing cong ress. 
Preparedness as 
the dominant issue was emphasized. 
Senators and representatives alike 
conceded its preeminence. 
Members thought the administra­ 
tion’s preparedness program would be 
changed. 
Opposition to the program 
was increasing. 
The senate was in 
session only forty minutes. 
No bills 
were introduced. 
Senator Clark was reelected presi­ 
dent pro-tem. 
The house proceed­ 
ings required several hours because 
of the long roll call and the admin­ 
istration of oaths to many members. 
Preparedness and war measures g a­ 
lore were in the flood of hills intro­ 
duced in the house. 
Government 
construction of munition plants was 
proposed by many . 
Resting upon the legislative pro­ 
gram of the new congress today was 
the shadow of national and world 
politics. 
Tomorrow the administra­ 
tion’s program will be outlined per­ 
sonally by 
President Wilson when 
lie reads his opening message at the 
joint session. 
Its known big, out­ 
standing features are: National De­ 
fense, Revenue, War Measures and 
Government Ship Purchase.

The Old Order H a s Changed From the 


Slow Going Oxcart, Toiling O ver the 


W orst Kind of Roads, to the Speedy 
Automobile and M o to r T ru ck — F a r m ­ 


ing Com m unities Benefited, 


Within the memory of many of us 
the only way of traveling in various 
sections of the country was by means 
of ox teams over the worst kind of 
roads, says 
H. 
Colin Campbell 
in 
Hoard's Dairyman. 
The country pro 
ducer delivered his crops at some river 
point where w ater transportation con* 
veyed them to the nearest market. Cat 
tie were driven for long distances over 
all kinds of roads. 
But the stock grow 
er and farmer came to realize th at this 
method of reaching the consumer was 
too costly and that their time and ef­ 
fort are valuable and should be econ 
omized as much as any other element 
of cost. 
The low going ox team has 
given way to the speedy automobile 
and motor truck. 
The railroad has in 
many cases relieved the farmer of his 
long and dangerous trips to shipping 
points, yet in many places the long, un­ 
improved muddy road prevails. 
Statistics show th at CO per cent of 
the automobiles manufactured recently 
have found their way to the farm ; 
hence the rural dweller has not only 
been given the opportunity, but has de­ 
veloped a greater desire, to travel than 
ever before.

this is obtainable wherever modern 
roads have been constructed.

National pike, that old cross country 
highway which was begun by the gov­ 
ernm ent in 1806 and that is now be­ 
ing rehabilitated, there stand m onu­ 
ments that point to a local develop­ 
m ent that followed the construction 
of this now historic road. In localities 
where highways have been improved, 
where first class roads have been built 
and well maintained, where highway 
travel has been made comfortable and 
pleasurable, there Is evidence <>f a con 
stant increase in population, land val­ 
ues and local Improvements. 
One of the most recent proofs of tins 
statem ent comes from Ohio, wher 
highway enthusiasts point to the fa<t 
that those counties where roads havi 
not been improved have lost populu 
tion, while, on the other hand, thecoun 
tie- that have modernized their high 
ways have increased their population 
and land values have risen.

“The use of convicts ou the public 
roads has passed through the period 
of hysterical wrangle into a period of 
actually 
successful 
accomplishment 
and almost universal acceptation,” said 
E. Stagg Whitiu, professor of a new 
course in practical penal problems at 
(.’olumbia university. 
Dr. VVhitin holds that the underlying 
motive in convict road building must 
be to secure the greatest efficiency for 
the stai<- out of its possessions. 
Both 
the convicts and the roads are property 
of the state, and the working of con­ 
victs upon the roads should eliminate 
many elements of waste in the admin­ 
istration of road and prison depart- 
ments. 
“The efficiency of the convict on the 
road 
gang,“ 
he 
continued, 
‘‘differs 
greatly in different gangs. There is no 
doubt in iJiy mind that the application 
of the efficiency records in use at the 
present time in the Wisconsin road 
camps fur free labor will tend even 
more perceptibly to raise the efficiency 
of convict labor, 
“Incentive must be created before 
good work can be produced. Coop any 
of us up in a stuffy, insanitary jail for 
several months, arraign us for trial 
amid the excitement of what we m is­ 
name as justice and then take a few 
months of breaking our spirit in prison 
surroundings and there Is little likeli­ 
hood that the thing we call ginger will 
be very apparent. 
The great need is 
for the foreman of a convict road 
gang to throw his shoulder to the task 
and inspire his gang with the desire 
to be like him. 
The problem lies in 
securing such men as foremen of the 
road gangs.” 


Finoche.—Two and one-hall! cupfuls 
of brown sugar, one-half cupful of 
cream, butter the size of an egg, one- 
half cupful of chopped walnuts, one- 
half cupful of chopped almonds, one 
teaspoonful of vanilla.

Mix this all together and boil it 
twenty m inutes; cool It a very little 
and add one teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Pour in pans and, when cool, mark off 
in squares. 
Nut Creams.—Three cupfuls of light 
brown sugar, whites of tw o eggs, one 
cupful of boiling water, one cupful of 
chopped nuts, one teaspoonful of vanil­ 
la. 
Boil the sugar and water, stir­ 
ring and beating till the sugar is all 
dissolved; then let it boil w ithout stir­ 
ring till it spins a thread. 
Remove 
from the fire and let It stand on the 
table for Just a moment, to be sure it 
has stopped boiling; then pour it over 
the stiff whites of the eggs, beating 
with a wire beater all the tim e; put 
In the vanilla while you are beating. 
When it is creamy and getting stiff 
add the nuts, stir well and spread on 
buttered paper. 
If you prefer do not 
use vanilla, but almond flavoring, and 
add almonds instead of other nuts. 
Candied Orange Feel.—Peel of three 
oranges, w ater and sugar. 
Cut the or­ 
ange i*eel into strips one-eighth inch 
wide and of as even length as possi­ 
ble. 
Put into a saucepan, cover with 
cold water and bring slowly to boiling 
point 
Add fresh water, bring to the 
boiling point again and repeat the proc­ 
ess four times. 
Now make a sirup, 
using proportionately one pound of 
sugar to one cupful of w ater. 
Place 
the cooked orange peel in this and 
simmer slowly until the sirup is al­ 
most entirely absorbed. 
Cool and roll 
the strips in granulated sugar. 
The 
same process can be employed with 
lemon rind or grapefruit rind. A mix­ 
ture of all three in a box makes a 
very acceptable little holiday gift.
